Ship’s Structure Not Hurt, 
Navy Spokesman Says 
After Blaze Is Brought 
Under Control . 


NEW YORK, Sunday, April 19 
(AP),—Fire that started in sup- 
plies which salvagers were remov- 
ing, raged through a lower hold of 
the former: French liner Norman- 
die last night, but did no damage 
to the vessel’s structure, it was 
said at 12:25 a. m. today, nearly 
three hours after the blaze was 


brought under control. 

The 83,000-ton vessel had lain on 
its port side half submerged since 
flames caused it to capsize Feb. 9. 

Lieutenant Commander William 
A. Sullivan, U. 8S. N., said in a 
statement: 

“The fire started in decomposed 
stores which the salvage people 
were attempting to remove. No 
damage to ship’s structure. Great 
difficulty in fighting fire due to 
the fact that all entrances to com- 
partment in which fire was were 
located under water. It was neces- 
sary to cut away covers which had 
been welded over in order to get 
water to the fire.” 

Police earlier had said the blaze 
was started by a spark from a 
welder’s torch, landing on cork in- 
sulation. 

A spark from a similar torch 
was given as the cause of the pre- 
vious blaze. A congressional inves- 
tigation committee this week at- 
tribtited the first fire to careless- 
ness and asserted there was no 
evidence of sabotage. 

Since the first fire, salvagers 
have been working on the dam- 
aged vessel. 

No flames were seen coming 
from the but deep black 
smoke seeped out. and quickly 
drifted eastward over the city. 

First alarm for the fire was 
sounded from the pier at 6:10 
p. m: Shortly before 7 p. m. a 
second alarm-rang and 40 minutes 
later a third alarm was sent in. 

Two fireboats steamed to the 
pier from the Hudson River and 
began playing streams of water on 
the ship. 

Later, a third fireboat appeared 
on ‘the scene. : 

About 20 pieces of fire appara-

STAGGERED HOURS 
JAM HERE URGED 


Committee Reports After 
Three-Month Study Fav- 
oring Change for Most 
Downtown Workers by 
May 4. 


A plan for staggering of work- 
ing hours in the downtown district 
was put forward yesterday by the 
Mayor's Transportation Committee 
as a method of dealing with the 
growing problem of an overloaded 
mass transportation system, 

The committee, of which Mayor 
Becker is chairman, asked that the 
plan go into effect on a voluntary 
basis May 4. What it proposes, in 


brief, .s that the morning and eve- 
ning peaks be leveled out by 
changes in the starting and quit- 
ting tin es of workers. 

Some industries are asked to 
start and quit work earlier than at 
present, and for others the sug- 
gested hours are later than at 
present. 

In genearl, the purpose is to pro- 
long the peak periods to an hour, 
an hour and three-quarters or two 
hours, so that street cars and busses 
could make two trips instead of 
one in each rush period. 

William T. Rossell, president of 
Public Service Co., a member of 
the committee, issued a statement 
declaring the plan to, be “the most 
important step which can be taken 
in the solution of our mass trans- 
portation problem.” He said that, 
because of war restrictions on ma- 
terials, the present equipment of 
street cars and busses would have 
te “do our transportation job” for 
la greatly increased number of rid-

—A joint Mexican-American com-

This compares with claims of the 
oil companies that the properties, 
taken over by the Mexican Govern- 
ment in 1938, were worth 150 .to

The joint commission’s finding 
represents the efforts of the two 
Governments to settle this long- 
standing dispute, but is not binding 
on the oil companies, There was 
no immediate word here as to 
the companies’ attitude.

RAF. KEEPS UP 
HEANY RAIDS ON

Big Formations Carry Out 
Day Attacks—British Re- 
port Blow to U-Boat En- 
gine Plant.

LONDON, April 18 (AP).—Large 
formations of Royal Air Force 
bombers and fighters struck across 
the Channel today to carry on the 
offensive against Hitler-held Eu- 
rope in which, by day and night 
in the last 24 hours, huge planes 
have left major war plants aflame 
deep in Germany. 

In daylight today, Hurricane 
bombers sped across the Kent 
coast at sea level and disappeared 
in the haze toward Boulogne. 
Later, Spitfires flying almost wing 
to wing and barely 50 feet above 
the spray returned from an as- 
sault. 

The Air Ministry said the raiders 
encountered no opposition at all 
from German fighter planes, and 
that all the R. A. F. planes re- 
turned safely after attacking rail- 
way and other objectives in North- 
ern France. 

The German radio reported that 
$83 British planes were shot down 
over Germany and occupied terri- 
tory in the last 24 hours. 

Squally weather reduced the 
scale of attacks after raids last 
night which left extensive damage 
at Augsburg and Hamburg.

Here for a quick inspection of 
United States contingents, Mar- 
shall said he had conferred at 
length in London with Lord Mount- 
batten, chief of the British Com- 
mandos,, as well as with Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill and 
British service chiefs,

He pointed out that the United 
States long has trained an en- 
tire army corps for operations 
similar to those carried out in the 
recent British raid on St. Nazaire, 
Nazi submarine base on the occu- 
pied Brittany coast, and in forays 
against other important Nazi 
coastal installations in both France 
and Norway. 

Marshall flew here Friday with 
two of President Roosevelt's clos-

He made an inspection tour and 
reviewed the bulk of the United 
States troops here and then told

Adding that the only way to 
judge any legislation was on the 
basis of whether it: would help win 
the war, Green said the best judge 
of that question was President 
Rooseveit as Commander in Chief. 

“What does he say?” Green 
asked. “He has publicly opposed 
every one of these anti-labor pro- 
posals as unnecessary and harmful 
to the war effort.” 

Heads of all war agencies, Green 
added, had also opposed any labor 
legislation. . 


FIVE MARINES ON CORREGIDOR 
BUY BONDS WITH PAY CHECKS 


Cablegrams Sent From Philippine 
Stronghold Giving Order for 
Purchasing Them. 

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). 
- Shells and bombs dropping on 
Corregidor haven’t stopped the 
United States Marines on the 


island stronghold from adding fi- 
nancial aid to their war efforts. 

The Marine Corps announced to- 
day that cablegrams have been 
received in the last week from five 
officers and men of the Fourth 
Regiment on Corregidor asking 
that their pay checks be used to 
purchase war bonds.

(In Washington, neither the War

Little Damage, Japs Say. 
There were an undisclosed num- 
ber of casualties, headquarters 
for the defense of East Japan an- 
nouncing that “we express to the 
next of kin of persons killed our 
condolences.” This account, like 
other official accounts, said dam- 
age was light. 

Incendiary bombs fell in the 
Tokyo-Yokohama area, Nagoya 
and Kobe, but fires were reported 
quickly controlled.

The high command announced 
that nine attacking planes were 
shot down over the Tokyo-Yoko- 
hama district.

Military communiques and offi- 
cial broadcasts gave this picture: 

Tokyo: “It has been confirmed 
thus far that nine enemy planes 
were shot down when hostile air- 
craft attacked the Tokyo-Yoko- 
hama region this (Saturday) after- 
noon for the first time since the 
war began,” read an announcement 
by Eastern Defense Headquarters. 

“The enemy planes approached 
from several directions about 12:30 
p. m. and were immediately “re- 
pulsed by air and ground defenses. 
It is revealed that damages in- 
flicted by the air attack are 
slight.” 

Other announcements said the 
imperial family was unharmed (a 
customary assurance in the case 
of major disaster), that no dam- 
age was done in the immediate 
neighborhood of the imperial pal- 
ace, inclosed by moats and huge 
stone walls in the heart of the city. 
Domei news agency elaborated: 

“The raiders failed to penetrate 
into the heart of the metropolitan 
area, but dropped their bombs in 
residential districts in the suburbs. 
Schools and hospitals unfortu- 
nately received several hits.” 


(But Tokyo’s suburbs contain 
huge industrial plants as well as 
residences — airplane plants, ar- 
senals, munitions, factories, huge 
military depots and cantonments. 
The reports of schools and hos- 
pitals bombed follow the normal 
pattern of Axis pro da.) 

Domei continued: e planes 
which carried out ‘blind raids’ on 
the Tokyo-Yokohama region were 
without doubt United States 
planes, observers declared.

Alarm at Osaka. 


Osaka defense headquarters re- 
ported one other area under attack.

and other wartime activities. Then, 
too, it is generally recognized that 
civilian morale and civilian health 
are two of the most important fac- 
tors in winning this war, and it 
is certainly in the best interests 
of our country to give our em- 
ployes as much evening activity 
as possible. , The extra hour in the 
morning will never compensate for 
the very usable hour our employes 
lose in the evening. 

“The well ordered routine of 
many thousands of families will be 
seriously affected by a time change. 
In hundreds of instances, two or 
more members of families are em- 
ployed in our stores while other 
members are employed in offices 
and industries working on a simi- 
lar schedule, To throw thousands 
of individuals on an entirely dif- 
ferent basis will disrupt meal hours 
and family life in general, but, 
perhaps of far greater importance, 
it will cause additional transpor- 
tation problems because many of 
these families (as well as thou- 
‘ands of other groups of indi- 
viduals) now ride to and from work 
in private automobiles on definite 
share-a-ride schedules. -If thou- 
sands of our employes are forced 
to come to work an hour later, 
many new riders will be created 
to further complicate the prob- 
lems of our common carriers. 

Objections Stated. 

“To delay store closing an hour 
means that most employes will not 
reach their homes until 7 p. m. or 
later. Many hundreds in the service 
divisions of our stores whose work 
continues after closing time will 
not arrive at their homes until 7:30, 
8 p. m. or later. As you know, a 
large percentage of our employes’ 
are women with children and 
household duties demanding their 
attention in the everiing. We be- 
lieve the “proposed change would 
create unneceSsary Hardships for 
them and necessitate unfair adjust- 
ment of their lives.. 

“Those employes who live in sub- 
urbs and in towns across the river, 
depending on regularly scheduled 
trains and interurban buses for 
transportation, will be placed at 
a tremendous disadvantage.

Committee’s Reply. : 

In its reply to the department 
store. objections, the committee 
said that in the opinion of quali- 
fied technicians the solution it of- 
fered was the only possible prac- 
tical one. | 

“Admittedly,” the committee said, 
“a certain number will be incon- 
venienced, but what is proposed is 
necessary for the greatest good for 
the greatest number and is vital to 
our war effort.” The committee 
recalled that Joseph B. Eastman, 
director of: the Office of Defense 
Transportation, had said in Feb- 
ruary that revision of working 
hours was “imperative” to provide 
for the transportation of essential 
war workers. 

Taking up the objections of the 
stores point by point, the commit- 
tee, said the experience of other 
cities where stores had adopted 
late closing hours refuted the con- 
tention that existing hours best 
served the nation. 

It is not the staggered hour plan, 
but the country’s war effort that 
is disrupting normal family life, 
the committee said, answering the 
second objection of the stores. 

Questionnaires obtained in the 
Chamber of Commerce survey, the 
committee added, indicated that 
few, if any, department store 
workers would get home as late 
as 7:30 or 8 p. m. under the pro- 
posed plan. ‘ 

The probability that some office 
workers would remain downtown 
to shop after work, which the 
stores cited as an objection, was, 
the committee said, one of the 
things it expected, hoped for, 
and had taken into consideration 
in its recommendations. 

The committee said the change 
in retail store hours would not af- 
fect electrical demand either way. 

On the point of evening recrea- 
tions, the committee pointed out 
that two of the city’s largest mov- 
ing picture theaters, the Municipal 
Auditorium, the legitimate theater, 
and the principal hotels are all 
downtown, with the midtown thea- 
‘ter district only a short distance 
away. Municipal Theater  per- 
formances will not begin until 
8:45 o’clock, the committee noted, 
and most other “decentralized” 
places of amusement remained 
open until midnight or later.

_ Since April, 1933 — Re- 
duction Laid to Sharp In- 
crease in Revenue... 


The city’s deficit was $647,804 at 
the close of the fiscal year last 
Monday, a reduction of $714,443 
from the $1,362,247 municipal defi- 
cit a year before, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte announced yesterday. 

The 62 per cent feduction was 
mace possible when municipal reve- 
nues for the year reached $21,330,- 
279, the largest since the 1931-32 
fiscal year. Revenue the year be- 
fore was $20,229,888. The deficit 
is now the lowest since April, 1933, 
when it was $149,198. The city has 
had a deficit in varying amounts 
every year since 1927, the peak of 
$3,332,581 coming in 1938-39. 


Deputy Comptroller Charles L 


Cunningham attributed increased 
revenues to improved business con- 
ditions resulting from war produc- 
tion, as evidenced by substantially 
increased tax and city license col- 
lections, and to the fact that the 
city’s $300,000 revolving fund for 
PWA projects reverted.to munici- 
pal revenues because of the dis- 
continuanee of PWA work during 
the war. 

Expenditures...for maintenance 
of city departments in the last fis- 
cal year were $20,633,241, or $176,- 
345 more than’ in the previous fis- 
cal year. In addition there were 
several special appropriations, in- 
cluding $500,000 for WPA work, 
$50,000 for civiiian defense, $20,000 
for work at City Sanitarium and 
$10,000 to offset an operating loss 
on public golf courses and tennis 
courts. : 

Unexpended appropriations 
which reverted to municipal rev- 
enues totaled $872,269. Depart- 
ments returning unspent funds in- 
cluded: Police Department, $1385,- 
116; Fire Department, $143,883; 
President Charlies H. Ellaby of the 
Board of Public Service, $77,775, 
and Mayor William Dee Becker, 
$19,174.

Police officials expressed satis- 
faction with the current Sonia 
against traffic violators and 
pledged its continuance as the 
number of arrests since the drive 
opened last Sunday passed the 2000 


mark yesterday. 

Ninety-three more arrests were 
made in the period between 4 and 
1l p. m. yesterday, bringing the 
total to 2110. 

Sixty-five of those arrested last 
night were charged with serious 
violations requiring the posting of 
bonds, including 41 charged with 
exceeding the 30-mile-an-hour speed 
limit.

It has been said the Allies had 
to assume the defensive in the 
fateful winter of 1939-40. Germany 
was superior in equipment. Ger- 
many would crush them should 
they attempt to move forward. 
Why then did the Germans so fran- 
tically continue reinforcing the 
Siegfried Line throughout their 
campaign in Poland and there- 
after? Ses 

This is clearly a step that any 
wise nation or leader attempts in 
war: To be strong in fact or sub- 
terfuge where the enemy may at- 
tack, so as to be’able to take the 
offensive oneself elsewhere: to de- 
lude the enemy into inaction so 
that one can denude the weaker 
parts of the line and concentrate 
on the point of attack. The defen- 
sive is assumed in all places except 
the vital one so that the offensive 
may have irresistible concentration 
of power at the vital point. 

An Ancient Axiom. 

After France’s collapse, after 
Greece and Crete, there invariably 
appeared in print: “Lessons that 
have been learned.” But what is 
new in these records of victory 
and defeat?. The essence of suc- 
cess in war has been known and 
written about for at least 3000 
years. It sums up into the axiom: 
“Assemble overwhelming strength, 
physical and moral, at the de- 
cisive point; then become stronger 
still by attacking.” 


Everybody knows this secret of 
victory. Why do not ali act on it? 
Why did the Germans; why did not 
the French? ‘While the Germans 
were exerting their full might in 
Poland, why did the Allies fail to 
strike the Reich? ... 


The answer lies in the spirit of 
the two commands. . . . Germany 
was sounding the well of inex- 
haustible benefits that come from 
the will to act. She was likewise, 
having honeycombed France with 
her agents, depending upon Allied 
ineftia. Germany well knew that 
the propitious hour had come... . 
Germany knew that her opponents 
were flabby in spirit, that in placing 
their trust in. concrete they had 
fixed their doom.. . 

rmany, acting on the rue 
principles of war, and aided by 
the inaction of her greatest op- 
ponents, destroyed her opponents 
piecemeal. Never did her armies 
move until most of the opposing 
forces were immobilized so that she 
might hurl great forces against the 


idecisive point. When the struggle 


was joined, the pressure was re- 
lentless, not against the strong 
points but against the weak... . 
What better method of attack is 
there in war? Yet throughout the 
first year of conflict, and to a de- 
gree today, writers in the Allied 
countries and the United States 
have stated that the German sol- 
dier is not courageous because he 
prefers to go around rather than 
through a stone wall... . Who 
doesn’t? What wise leader attacks 
where the foe is strongest? Where 
else should one strike but at the 
Achilles heel?

The machine is powerless of it- 
self. It cannot help a nation—if 
the human factors of war are for- 
gotten.

WHERE DID TOKYO 
RAIDERS TAKE OFF?

A reichame bombing of Tokyo, 


Yokohama and other Japanese 
ities raises a question as to 
whether the planes involved were 
carrier-based or struck from land 
bases. 


Until that question is answered 
in official statements from Wash- 
ington, the full meaning, cannot 
be clear, 


If four-engined bombers made up 
the attacking groups, that Would 
indicate that they came from land 
bages, presumably in the __Philip- 
pines. That is possible but not 
probable. It is certain, however, 
that if bombers of such size were 
involved, they came from land 
bases, not from airplane carriers. 
Assuming that the planes were 
carrier-based, it would mean that 
a erful naval task force had 
penetrated to within 600 miles or 
less of the. Japanese coastline. 
Supporting ships such as cruisers 
and destroyers to protect the car- 
rier or carriers would be essential. 
Near Jap Sea Lines. 

It would put a strong American 
naval unit close to Japanese China 
Sea communication lines, the most 
vulnerable sector of the whole Jap- 
anese war front. 

If that be the case, Tokyo’s war 
lords may have cause to reappraise 
their strategy in sending powerful 
Japanese fleet units from home 
waters to the Indian Ocean. 

By the recent account of Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill to Par- 
liament, the Japanese have at least 
three battleships, five plane car- 
riers and many light craft in the 
Bay of Bengal. That represents 
virtually half of its known car- 
riers and perhaps a third of its 
battleship strength. 

Aside from its boost.to morale 
in the United Nations, the bombing 
attack might serve the strategic 
purpose of leading Tokyo to recall 
a part of that.force nearer home, 
thus easing the threat to India. 
There can be no doubt, in any 
event, that Japan is destined to 
feel the force of American air pow- 
er increasingly from now on.

In June, 1940, when none knew 
what was going to happen to the 
French fleet in Vichy—Vice Ad- 
miral Rene Emile Godfroy and the 
British Mediterranean Commander- 
in-Chief, Admiral Sir Andrew Cun- 
ningham, made a “gentlemen's 
agreement” whereby the French 
would keep their ships and not do 
anything inimical toward the Brit- 
ish, and the British would let the 
French ships alone. 

Under the agreement, the breech- 
locks of the big guns on the 
French ships were taken away and 
only fuel enough was rationed to 
the vessels to keep the dynamos 
running. The British are paying 
the salaries of the French crews. 

The Vichy sailors have the run 
of the town. But Admiral Godfroy 
rarely goes ashore. Tall, with gray- 
ing hair, gray mustache and pale 
blué eyes, he sleeps and plays 
pridge in the luxuriously furnished 
cabin of his flagship, the 10,000-ton 
Duquesne. On the wall is a large 
picture of Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain, on the mantelpiece a pic- 
ture of the seventeenth century 
French naval hero, Marquis Du- 
quesne. The furniture is of “style 
empire” highly polished wood and 
red silk brocade. 

Admiral Godfroy is fretting at 
his enforced inactivity and would 
like to get into the open sea and 
go somewhere, anywhere, or at 
least to France, where he has a 
family. He wishes that he and his 
1500 men could be ,relieved by a 
new commander and a new batch 
of men. He thinks Petain is the 
only person capable of “holding 
France together.” He hopes, he 
says, that the United States won't

He always sleeps aboard ship, 
because, he says, if there is an air 
raid and a bomb hits one of his 
ships, he’d rather be on hand. If 
there are other reasons why he 
would rather be on hand, he is 
keeping them to himself. Bombs 
have struck the water near his 
ships.

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP)— 
The arrest of two men, both 
charged with attempting to deliver 
“photographs, blueprints and oth- 
er information” on the-fortification 
and defenses of Gibraltar to the 
Italian Government, Was an- 
nounced today by the Federal] Bu- 


reau of Inves tion. 
Pp. E, Foatrecth, chief of the 
New York office of the F, B, lL, 


identified the men.as Rudolph 
Garvin Keller, 25 years old, second 
steward of the Swiss ighter St. 
Cergue, and Hermann Peter Stahi- 
der, 38, a greaser on the freighter. 
Arraigned before a United States 
Commissioner, Keller pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of being an 
agent for a foreign government, 
and guilty to a charge of con- 
spiracy to transmit information to 
that government. He claimed both 
Swiss and British citizenship. 
Stahider pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of conspiracy. Each was 
held in~ $25,000 bail for a hearing 
May 4. 
The F. B. I. said they were the 
first to be arrested in this country 
since the war began accused of 
assisting the Italian Government. 
If convicted, they face maximum 
penalties of 30 years in prison or 
death under the Espionage Act. 
Nanied in another complaint was 
a “John Doe,” believed to be one 
of three Italian secret service 
men -who reportedly approached 
Keller in Genoa and asked him to 
obtain the information for them. 
Sixteen photographs showing 
Gibraltar’s fortifications, facilities 
and warsitips at. anchor were 
found in Keller’s possessidn, F'ox- 
worth said, adding that Keller 


isaid he took the pictures through 


a porthole as the ship passed the 
British stronghold. 

Foxworth said Stahider admitted 
“some part” of the espionage con- 
spiracy. He claimed Swiss citizen- 
ship and said he once was im- 
prisoned in a German concentra- 
tion camp. 

Both men were arrested on the 
ship, Keller last night and Stahl- 
der today, The ship plies between 
Genoa and New York.

“And when it does come out, the

Asserts He Favors Vigor-

Louis. E, Miller, candidate for 
the Republican nomination for 
United States Representative from 
the Eleventh District, who assert- 
ed yesterday that he believes the 
war is unpopular and that this 
country could not be invaded, has 
issued a supplementary statement 
of his war views. He is an attor- 
ney and Republican Committee- 
man of the Seventeenth Ward. 

“No war is popular,” Miller said. 
“It disrupts all phases of our life. 

“I am, however, wholeheartedly 
in favor of the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war effort. I favor 
the employment of every resource 


at our command to bring the war 
to a complete and successful con- 


' clusion in order to save the man 


power, as well as the materials, of 

this nation, There can be no 

compromise on this subject. 
“Forced Into Conflict.” 

“Following the dastardly attack 
upon Pearl Harbor and our Pa- 
cific possessions, we are met 
squarely with the issue of defend- 
ing our institutions and our form 
of government. It is obvious to 
everyone that we were thereby 
forc@i into this conflict. 

“Therefore I propose, if elected, 
to see to it that every effort is 
made to repel and ultimately de- 
stroy those nations which are bent 
‘upon the destruction of democ- 
racy. 

“Upon. this subject there has 
been and never will be any ques- 
tion regarding my position. As to 
the war effort, I reserve ihe right, 
as long as this form of government 
exists, to frankly but constructive- 
ly criticise any incompetence or 
extravagance wherever it may be 
found. 

“The taxpayer is entitled to 100 
per cent return upon his tax dol- 
lar. That is, he’s entitled to get 
back, insofar as possible, 100 per 
cent in the accomplishment of the 
war effort. 

Believes U. S. Safe.. 

“In addition, the people are en- 
titled to competent and efficient 
leadership in official life, as well 
as in the military service. 

“I've made no statement of 
principles. I shall in due time sub- 
mit a platform as well as a pro- 
gram, which I think, will aid in 
the early and complete victory for 
our cause.”

3-Fold Nazi Purpose. 


The Russians are less worked 
up over this war of nerves than: 
the peoples of other countries. An 
editorial in the Moscow News as- 
serts that this smoke screen does 
not disguise Hitler’s real purpose, 
which is to attack on the Russian 
front—“the only front on which 
the fate of humanity can be de- 
cided.” Berlin, says the writer, 
hopes the rumor campaign will ac- 
complish three results: One, .bol- 
ster the spirits of the German peo- 
ple and give them new false ex- 
pectations; two, intimidate and 
terrorize their adversaries; three, 
induce the few remaining neutrals 
of Europe to join the war gn the 
side of the Axis, 


The Russian war reports, though 
notably fragmentary, record con- 
tinued Soviet offensive action in 
the Moscow and Leningrad sec- 
tors, The only big gains an- 
nounced, however, were in the 
vicinity of Bryansk, west of Mos- 
cow, where, according to dis 
patches, the rmans are aban- 
doning village after village. On 
other sectors, the Germans pur- 
sue tactics of active defense 
through local counterattacks — 
There were 30 such attacks over a 
short period in one saliént of the 
central front — and ever-growing 
air and tank activity. 


Reds’ Strong Air Showing. 
‘The brightest page in the war's 
most recent chapter has been the 
extraordinarily strong showing of 
Soviet aviation against Hitler’s de- 
termined attempts to regain the 
initiative in the air. »,The Rus- 
sians say the Germans lost more 
than 1000 planes on the Russian 
front in March and 600 during the 
first 10 days of April. 


The Soviet aviation expert, Maj. 
Krainev, writes that the Germans 
built up a considerable reserve of 
planes during the winter and now 
are throwing these\into action. Ac- 
cording to Krainev, the Germans 
not onlys have failed ‘thus far to 
regain control of the air, but at 
present are losing more planes on 
all fronts than their factories can 
replace. He expresses appreciation 
of the British bombings of arma- 
ment factories in France and the 
hope that ‘the British will extend 
their raids to aircraft. plants in 
Germany. 

While it is quite possible that 
Hitler will try some mighty thrusts 
at one or more points on the Rus- 
sian front, do not be surprised if 
the Russians, too, launch a spring 
drive at the German weak point. 
The spring offensive will not neces- 
sarily be a German monopoly. The 
Russians will certainly strive to 
keep the Nazis so busy on defense 
that their offensive power will be 
weakened.

London Observer Cites 
Dearth of Men, Sinking 
Morale, Friction in Axis, 
Red Resistance. 


LONDON, April 18 (AP).—The| j 


zero hour for Hitler’s big 1942 gam- 
ble has been set back by a dearth 
of man power, uneasy home mo- 
rale, friction within the Axis and 
the combined resistance of Russian 
men and Russian mud, a foreign 
informant with wide diplomatic 
connections said today. 

“Hitler is late,” said this inform- 
ant. He gave this outline to sup- 


port his conclusion: 

Information both from Germany 
and the rest of the continent shows 
that Hitler is feeling a real pinch 
in man power. 

First of all, he had to use 40 to 
50 divisions of his reserve force to 


stem the Russian winter counter- 
offensive. Second, today’s inform- 
ant said, “We know from prison- 
ers taken in Russia recently that 
the German replacements are 
mainly boys of 17 and 18 or elderly 
men, and we know they are not 
satisfactory.” 


Reserve Not Over 1,000,000. 

Reports from Polish quarters 
were said to indicate that this re- 
serve army—which Hitler had ex- 
pected to total 1,500,000 by spring 
—now will not exceed 1,000,000. 

The German.general staff has 
been calling more and more on the 
occupying troops in France and 
the Low Countries for service in 
Russia, and has been seeking to 
replace these men by semi-casual- 
ties and others unfit for front-line 
fighting. Prisoners from_ these 
western garrisons already have 
been taken im some number in 
Russia. 

At the same time the Nazis, in- 
creasingly worried about Allied 
continental invasion, are frantical- 
ly seeking to reinforce woastal de- 
fenses on the west. Belgian re- 
ports, for example, told of Nazi 
mine-laying in fields between the 
Rivers Sabre and Meuse, at five 
Or more points, 

Hitler is reported to be engaged 
in drafting a special speech for his 
birthday Monday to bolster mo- 
role. In it, he is expected to ap- 
peal to the people to forego festivi- 
ties in his honor and to give him 
instead a steady and complete ef- 
fort for victory in 1942. 


Why Morale Is Sinking. 

This appeal is said to take into 
consideration a report from Propa- 
ganda Minister Goebbels to the ef- 
fect that German morale, which 
rose with Japan’s initial succgsses, 
is sinking again because of: 

1, A cut. in German rations, 
contrary to promises.

3. Taking of boys and elderly 
men from factoris into the army, 
which is affecting business and 
industry seriously. 

4. Severe British, air raids

IARGEST SUBMARINE 
LOST BY FREE FRENCH 


Surcouf, 2880 Tons, Accom- 
modated Seaplane in Small 
Deck Hangar. 


LONDON, April 18 (AP). — The 
Free French announced today that 
the submarine Surcouf was con- 
sidered lost. 

The Surcouf, a vessel of 2880 tons, 
was the largest submarine in the 
world and accommodated a sea- 
plane in a small deck hangar. — 
Free French naval headquarters 
issued this communique: . 

“Free French naval headquarters 
regret to announce that the sub- 
marine Surcouf is considerably 
overdue: and must be considered 
lost.” 


The Surcouf, carrying a normal 
complement of 150 men, partici- 
pated in the Free French seizure 
last Christmas day of the Vichy- 
ruled islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon off the Newfoundland 
coast. ‘ 

The largest known submersible— 
some thought its extra size was a 
disadvantage—was 361 feet long. 
It was launched at Cherbourg Nov. 
18, 1929. It mounted two eight- 
inch guns. 

The British seized the ship after 
France sued for an armistice. It 
was then in a British port and in 
a fight between French and Brit- 
ish seamen one Briton was killed, 
two officers and another seaman 
were wounded and one Frenchman 
was killed. 

Less than two months after the 
war began in 1939 the Surcouf cap- 
tured a German merchant ship 
1000 miles at sea. The vessel un- 
derwent repairs at the Portsmouth 
(N. H.) Navy Yard in September, 
1941, and again at Boston a month 


later.

Most Have Volunteered for 
Training to Maintain’ 
Service Under War Con- 
ditions. 


The st. Louis Postoffice is mak- 
ing some changes in the old postal 
service motto, “Neither snow, nor 
rain, nor heat, nor gloom of night 
stays these couriers from the swift 
completion of their appointed 
rounds,” by adding, “Nor bombs, 
nor saboteurs, nor raids by air.” 

To enforce this wartime resolu- 
tion, the executives of the Post- 
office, under Postmaster W. Rufus 
Jackson, have created what civil- 
ian defenee experts in such matters 
have called one of the best systems 
in the Middle West for the protec- 
tion of vital public buildings. 

Thie is possible because nearly 
all of the 8700 employes in the St. 
Louis postal area have volunteered 
for special training and service 
under ‘ive divisions, fire, police, 
medical, maintenance and trans- 
portation. 

The organization is built on the 
long-standing fire protection sys- 
tem which has been in effect in 
the Postoffice since completion of 
the present main building in 1937, 
with revision to meet the needs of 


wartime. 
Test Alarm. 
A reporter calling at the Main 
Postoffice, Market and Eighteenth 
streets, yesterday, saw a demon-

trouble comes. 

An official—explaining that three 
seconds later no one in the build- 
ing would know whether enemy 
bombers were sighted on their 
way here, or whether a fire had 
broken out, or whether it was a 
test alarm — threw the alarm 
ewitch in the big first-floor room 
where mail was sorted. 

Bells rang throughout the build- 
ing and men left their places at 
the distributing cases and ran to 
their assigned positions; some at 
fire hoses, some at fire extinguish- 
ers, others at the head of stairs 
opening on the room. 

-§$till others disappeared to posts 
outside the room, in corridors, at 
outdoor entrances, at first ajd sta- 
tions. Two engineers came from 
the sub-basement, three floors be- 
low, in less than 20 seconds. They 
were on the maintenance squad, 
ready to start repairs if any were 
needed. 

In the rest of the building, of- 
fice workers, truck drivers, jani- 
tors and armed guards were si- 
multaneously taking up assigned 
positions. A siren—the building’s 
“all clear” signal—sent them back 
to their regular duties a few min- 
utes later. 

Volunteer Guards, 

The system was put in effect by 
Postmaster Jackson and Arthur G. 
Lane, Superintendent of Mails, to 
whom, with Assistant Postmaster 
Harry J. Maher, Jackson has dele- 
gated the job of defense organiza- 
tion. 

The participating Post Office 
employes, who are enrolled with 
the local Office of Civilian De- 
fense, have completed courses pro- 
vided by that office, but they are 
,not included with the general city 
organization for civilian protection 
because they are assigned to safe- 
guarding the United States mails 
and Government property, and are 
classed as a Post Office civilian 
defense unit. 

This is to permit them to com- 
ply with wartime instruc- 
tions that “it is the solemn duty, 
obligation and responsibility of 
every postal employe to make cer- 
tain that the inviolability of the 
mails is maintained at all times 
under any conditions that “may 
arise, and that the mails be pro- 
tected under any and all circum- 
stances.” 

The force of regular guards at 
the Post Office has been aug- 
mented. In addition, there is a 
volunteer guard force, consisting 


of postal employes who serve four-. 


hour shifts throughout the ‘24 
hours, guarding vulnerable spots 
and patroling the outside of the 
building. This voluntary service is 
given in addition to their regular 
Post Office duties, through a spirit 
of patriotism, officials said. Many 
of the men are vetarans of the 
World War. . < 

All corridors on the baseme 
levels of the Main Post Office are 
designated as “bomb shelters” in 
case of an air raid and each di- 
vision of the office is assigned to 
a certain section of these corridors. 
When the air raid alarm is 
sounded, all employes go instantly 
to the corridor space alloted to 
them, by prescribed routes, and 
remain there until the “all cleat” 
signal is given. : 

All of the 3700 Post Office volun- 
teers have 24-hour defense re 
sponsibility. In the event of an 


air raid every employe not on duty’ |# 


is expected to go at once to the 
Post Office station in his home 
neighborhood to assist in protect- 
ing the station.

The untouch- 
ables are not a part of the Congress; 
neither are the Moslems. I believe the 
Moslems and untouchables would sooner 
follow a Briton than a member «° the 
Congress party. 

If the Indians want independence, they 
must help with all their strength, with 
all their will, to block the Jap invasion 
of their country. It matters not who is 
giving the orders, whether it be an In- 
dian, a Britisher or an American. What 
matters is the destruction of the common 
enemy. 

Both Britain and India may well take 
a page from our dealings with the Philip- 
pines. We promised the islands inde- 
pendence, to become effective in 1946, 
after the Filipinos could accomplish 
some measure of self-protection. They 
were to be trained with our aid and as- 
sistance, by our Army officers. 

The Philippines were not yet independ- 
ent when war broke out. Yet the Fili- 
pinos rallied to the side of America and 
followed an American against the en- 
emy. Christian and Moslem and pagan 
Filipinos stand shoulder to shoulder with 
our boys against the enemy. They do not 
quibble over the fact that because the 
battle is in the Philippines, the leader 
should be a native of the islands, 

India had best look toward Bataan 
and its symbol of unity. Britain should 
look there also, and read there the :iym- 
bol of freedom, of liberty, of independ- 
ence.

Laval’s Birthplace.

_ AERIAL SMASHES ON ALL FRONTS. 
The sensatiohal news of the bombing of Tokyo 
rather eclipsed reports of American and United Na-. 
tions’ air warfare on other fronts in the same 24-hour 
period. ‘Smashing blows were also struck against 
the Japs on Timor and im Rangoon, and against the 
Nazis on the French coast. Americans are said to 
have participated in all these raids. Meanwhile, the 
British hit Hamburg and pierced deep into Ger- 
many to pound the old Swabian city of Augsburg. 

. It seems most significant that on this sortie 
against some of the Reich’s most important machine 
and chemical plants, including the Diesel engine 
factory, R, A. F, pilots met virtually mo aerial op- 
position, although they hadto fly over at least 400 
miles of German territory and back again. Is Hit- 
ler, so desperately in need of his Luftwaffe on the 
Russian front that he has left the defense of the 
heart of the Reich to anti-aircraft: batteries? 

This is a very different story from what the cables 
were telling a year or more ago. Then great squad- 
rons of Goering’s ‘buckos were winging over the 
North Sea and the Channel to scourge London with 
fire and shard. The R. A. F. had its back to the 
wall, The valiant British could hardly think of 
taking the offensive beyond striking “out against 
the invasion barges on the coast of France and the’ 
Low Countries. True, there were occasional raids 
on the Ruhr, but, while every bomb on a war fac- 
tory is a contribution to victory, these could be no 
more than tokens of what was to come. 

Now it is coming. The Spitfire and the Hurri- 
cane, the P-40 and the B-24 are asserting their 
mastery. No doubt, the German air force is still a 
mighty one, but there are more and more indica- 
tions that its supremacy is on the wane—if not al- 
ready lost. . 

It is estimated that at least 3000 Allied planes were 
engaged on the various fronts during this 24-hour 
period. Since Donald Nelson reported yesterday that 
Americd had-turned the corner, in’ the Battle of 
Production, we can be sure that before long the 3000 
figure will seem a small one to us. , 
Many feared that Hitler’s plane factories during 
the last winter. were outbuilding the plants still in 
Russian hands. Therefore, there was more than a- 
little dread of the approach of spring. But, in the 
face of Russia’s great air and land. power, Hitler 
has been forced to change his promised spring of-. 
fensive into a threatened summer war. The reason 
for this may well lie in American planes—not merely 
those sent to Russia, but all the others now coming 
into action in ever-increasing numbers on every 
front. Hitler, it would seem, is no longer able to 
mass his all against one foe at a time. 

The Japanese are hardly in better position. Their 
planes are admittedly inferior. Yet by using every- 
thing, they were able to strike telling surprise blows. 
Now time is running against them, too—perhaps even 
faster than we dare hope. 

All this is engendering a new attitude toward war 
in the air. The progressives in the armed services 
attached tremendous importance to the plane from 
the very start, but there were those who pointed to 
Madrid and to London and said that planes alone 
could never win. 

Maybe so; but today’s raiders and today’s bombs 
are very different from what was used against Ma- 
drid or even London, And the strategy is different. 
Less and less thought is given to the imponderable 
business of cracking morale; more and more import- 
ance is attached to the blasting of factories without 
which armies and fleets are helpless. ‘ 

Cruisers and field guns still have a role in mod- 
ern fighting, but surely it seems more than ever true 
to say today that air supremacy is the first essential. 
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A PIECE OF ANCIENT LITERATURE. 

Rummaging through a dusty old filing cabinet the 
other day, a St. Louisan came across an interesting 
relic. This was a pamphlet entitled “Japan-China 
Pictorial Primer,” published by the Japan Pacific 
Association of Tokyo in 1937. Illustrated with many 
Oriental pictures, it also gave answers to various 
questions then current. For instance, it took up the 
query, “Does Japan want to build an empire on the 
Asiatic continent?’ and replied: 


No; Japan is busy with her own problems. She 

* is not seeking new troubles, but she, will not 

abandon the lives and property of her people 

who choose to join those of other nations in liv- 
ing in China. — 

Japan does not want more land or more power 
when she can live in peace and carry on her 
commerce with other nations of the world. 

As we remarked, it’s an interesting relic.

This 
would put us on Hitler’s Balkan flank and 
threaten his whole campaign against Russia. 
While the Russians occupied the Nazis 
further north, our movement in the south- 
east could open the Dardanelles as a direct 
supply line to Russia. - 

At the same time as such wide attacks 
on the “soft underside” of Europe, the hard 
top shell offers potentialities in Norway. 
The Norwegians seem more ripe for co-op- 
eration than neighboring countries, and 
their type of terrain makes such co-opera- 
tion unusually helpful. Hard country, but 
good for attackers under such‘ circum- 
stances. Bad country for mechanized forces, 
which ig Germany's strength in other places 
and ig our weakness. 
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Then there is the central potentiality: in- 
vasion across the Ehglish Channel into 
France and Belgium. This bridgehead could 
be between Antwerp and Boulogne, and all 
the Nazi-controlied Paris newspapers, iron- 
ically enough, but not featuring the humor 
in their thesis, have stormed violently to the 
French population about this possibility of 
“France's. enemy,” England, desecrating 
France’s shore by this route.  ‘— 

This invasion route contains an important 
counter-effect, of course, on Germany’s 
plans for invading England. This feature 
couples itself with the fact that the Nazis 
would also be deprived of their valuable sub- 
marine bases at Brest and elsewhere and 
of air bases from which they fly against 
England and against the sea lanes of the 
Atlantic. : 

Air supremacy could, in principle, be 
established over that coast. The whole 
bridgehead is within practical range of the 
British fields. Owing to the short haul, 
much less shipping would be required for 
this attack than for the others.’ The flanks 
of the invasion route could be screened by 
the Navy. ' 

The terrain is crowded with rivers and 
canals, offers perfect advantages for inun- 
dation, as support from the Belgian and 
French miners around Courtrai and Lille 
would be almost certain.

Nine for Age Pensions Inquiry. 

On a bill to set up a commission 
to go thoroughly into the question 
of padded old-age pension rolls and 
generally into the. subject of ad- 
ministration-of Social Security, 
which had been recommended by 
Gov. Donnell, nine of the St. 
Louis Representatives voted for it, 
five voted against it and five 
were absent. 

On the Hamlin bill to require a 
three-day waiting period after is- 
suance of marriage licenses before 
the wedding ceremony was per 
formed, the entire St. Louis dele- 
gation in the House was absent. 
This bill would have abolished Jus- 
tice of the Peace “marriage mills,” 
and would have materially re- 
duced “gin marriages.” Through 
the operation of these all-night 
“marriage mills” several Justices 
of the Peace in St. Louis County 
were reaping huge incomes.

ABERDEEN, Md. April 18 
(AP).—Confident of victory, Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace said 
today a realization of what “we 
are fighting for ... will be the 
great blessing which will come out 
of this war.” 

Wallace told a group of new of- 
ficers, including his son Robert B., 
23 years old, that the United 
States will hit the greatest produc- 
tion pace in the history of the 
world in the last half of 1942. 
Young Wallace was one of 95 
soldiers who had been schooled 
at the ordnance training camp in 
the mechanical requirements of 
war. They got their commissions 
as Second Lieutenaffts today, the 
first class to graduate since Pearl 
Harbor. 

Spurring <he new officers to 
their task by telling them they 
and all other Americans were not 
Wallace said that to 
wipe out “the dark philosophy” of 
the enemy “we must build up a 
decent philosophy of our own. 

“This is a freedom war and no 
one in the United States is going 
to compel anyone else to believe 
in any particular philosophy.” 

In the trials of war, he added, 
“the faith of our fathers, based 
on the freedom and dignity of the 
individual human soul, will begin 
to glow in a brightness which it 
has never had before. 

“We in the United States have 
proved our excellence in industrial 
production. In the military world 
we have not cared to excel, be- 


now, because we have to, we will 
do the job. During the remain- 
der of this year nearly half of the 


war.” 
Wallace handed the commissions 
to the new officers. As their son 


the Vice-President and his wife, 
who was seated in the audience, 
smiled happily. Then Mrs, Wal- 
lace wiped tears from her eyes.

T'S PUBLIC HEALTH 
STATION CRITIISED 


Report Says System Faces 
‘Complete Collapse’—Low 
Salaries Assailed. 


The public health system of St. 
Louis faces “a complete collapse” 
and the need for immediate reme- 
dies is acute, Dr. H. I. Spector, 
assistant health commissioner, de- 


clared in a report to Director of 
Public Welfare Henry S. Caulfield 
made public yesterday. 

Dr. Spector said the situation 
resulted from an insufficient num- 
ber of nurses, due in part to low 
salaries paid; low salaries of phy- 
sicians and dentists on the staff; 
an insufficient number of clerks 
at the 10 health centers and lack 
of clinic space at the centers in 
which to perform preventive work 
effectively. 

Eighteen vacancies exist on the 
nursing staff and more resigna- 
tions are expected as a result of 
low pay and the demand because 
of the war, he said. A_ city 
ordinance provides for employment 
of 101 nurses but only 83 are on 
duty. The American Public 
Health Association minimum for 
a city of the size of St. Louis is 
165 nurses. St. Louis’ public health 
nurses are the most poorly paid in 
the country, Dr. Spector reported. 
They receive $110 a month regard-

“SURVIVORS SAFE 


Two Days—Several of 
‘Crew Were Lost in Tor- 


AN EASTERN COAST CANA- 
DIAN PORT, April 18 (AP). — 
Thirty-eight survivors of an Allied 
merchantman torpedoed and sunk 
in the Western Atlantic were land- 
ed here today by another merchant 
ship which picked them up after 
they had been adrift two days and 
a night in a crowded lifeboat. 
Several of their shipmates were 
lost when the vessel sank within 
five minutes after being struck by 
a second torpedo. Six of the sur 
vivors were taken to a hospital. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 18 (AP). 
—A lifeboat pushing off from a 
torpedoed South American ship in 
the Atlantic March 7 was blown 
to pieces by one of two torpedo 
explosions and its 10 occupants 
were killed, six survivors of the 
sunken ship relate@ on arrival 
here from the West Indies. 
Another boatload of survivors 
who rowed for 28 hours before 
reaching shore at St. Vincents, 
British West Indies, was trailed 
by two enemy submarines but es- 
caped after an American patrol 
boat appeared. 

The rest of the 51 crew mem 
bers, with the exception of two 
who died from burns, rowed 
ashore in three lifeboats, the sec- 
ond mate said here. 

“J was on the bridge at 11:45 
a. m., when the ship was struck 
by a torpedo which came without 
warning and hit between the mess 
room and the bathroom while 
most of the crew were at mess,” 
he said. “Three men were severely 
burned, 

“We tried to turn the ship to 
make the torpedo miss. When the 
lifeboat I entered pulled about 300 
yards away the second torpedo 
struck under one of the lifeboats 
just pushing off. The boat and 
men were blown i50 fect in the 
air and all 10 were killed. 

“Three lifeboats got away with 
all except the 10 dead men. Two, 
severely burned, died before mak- 
ing shore. The boat I was in and 
the Captain’s boat rowed to shore 
in 16 hours, The third boat on 
which the Captain had placed the 
chief mate was 28 hours reaching 
shore.” ; 

The mate said the second tor 
pedo hit about five minutes after 
the first, exploding the ship’s 
boilers and sinking it in about 20 
seconds.

Prior to the lease by the Red 
Cross, the Thirty-Four Fourteen 
Lindell Co., a firm formed by Ful- 
bright & Mohrman, acquired the 
leasehold estate from the Loop 
Realty Co. 

Clarence M. Turley negotiated 
the lease with the Red Cross and 
represented the Loop Realty Co. in 
the transfer of the original lease- 
hold. Fulbright & Mohrman will 
manage the property from the 
Thirty-Four Fourteen Lindell Co. 


Old Sanitarium 


To Become Hotel 


The old L. C. McLain Orthopedic 
Sanitarium at 903-15 Aubert av- 
enue, which prior to its closing in 
1932 was one of the leading insti- 
tutions for crippled patients, par- 
ticularly children, is being convert- 
ed into a low-cost hotel. 

The building covers virtually half 
a block. Originally, it contained 38 
rooms and three domitories with 
a capacity of about 250 patients. 
Modernization of the building will 
include renovating the rooms, par- 
titioning some of them, converting 
the dormitories into individual 
units, refitting the old bath rooms 
and installation of a new lighting 
system. 

Exterior work will include paint- 
ing all wood trim and tuckpointing 
and cleaning the building. The 
work is to be completed in May. 

The sanitarium, which was 
opened Nov. 18, 1898, had patients 
registered from all over the United 
States and from several foreign 
countries. At one time, boarding 
houses in the neighborhood did a 
large business with relatives of the 
patients. 

After the sanitarium was closed, 
the building was unoccupied for 

several years. Later, it was used 
yas a shelter for some of the per- 
sons on city relief. 

Charles Wirts, engineer, and 
John M. Dolan, builder, are in 
charge of the rehabilitation of the

GIRL SCOUTS 

A total of 128,623 boxes of cookies 
have been sold by the Girl Scouts 
of St. Louis in their fourth annual 
cookie sale, Mrs. Elmer Deicke, 
chairman of the sale, announced 
yesterday.

man. 

She claim of air superiority 
seems surprising. The Russian air 
force, however, has been consis- 
tently underrated except by a few 
German military experts whom 
Hitler, apparently, chose to ignore. 
Six years ago, Gen von Buelow, 
German air attache in Rome and 
regarded as a leading German au- 
thority in matters of air power, 
wrote in the German military pub- 
lication “Militaerurssenschaftliche 
Rundschau”: “The air army of the 
Soviet Union has recently been in- 
creased and has become the 
strongest air force in the world. 
It is not to be assumed that any 
other country will ever be able to 
surpass them.” 

The presumption of the German 
attack was that, taken by com- 
plete surprise, this aor force could 
be knocked out on the ground in a 
matter of hours, and actually the 
first blitz did destroy thousands of 
Russian planes. But production 
capacity is decisive in a long war, 
and the German presumption, it is 
now absolutely clear, was for a 
blitz, not for a long campaign.

But Hitler’s alliance with Japan 
has so far resulted in winning an 
empire for Japan at the cost of 
Europe. Hitler has Holland, 
which shorn of its overseas re 
sources of raw materials is an im- 
poverished and overpopulated lit- 
tle country. Japan has the prize— 
the Dutch East Indies. And Ja- 
pan certainly didn’t take them to 
serve Germany. 

Germany has conquered France 
—in order to hand Indo-China to 
the Japanese. And the break-up 
of the British Empire in tM Far 
East could give Germany nothing 
but schadenfreude—certainly no 
assets. Actually, Hitler has added 
not as inch to Germany’s Libens- 
raum. So his war has become, 
even inside Nazi ideology, pro 
foundly senseless. 

Every European feels it, so Euro- 
pean morale, from a Nazi view- 
point, is wretched. Politically, 
morally and physically, the Nazis 
are at their lowest point.

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Gen. Dobbie, a Militant Protestant, Quotes 
Scriptures in Defending Profession of 


Arms—Was on Staff of Haig. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
VALETTA, Malta, April 18. 

Foremost among the soldiers and 
citizens of this beleaguered little 
island is a “large man with a 
great heart,” who pitches in to 
help his air-raid wardens extricate 
wounded men and women from the 
wreckage of their homes, and then 
returns to inspire his men in the 
battle against almost overwhelming 
odds from the air. He is Lieut. 
Gen. William George Shedden Dob- 
bie, C. B., C. M. G., D. 8. O., Gov- 
ernor of NWelta and Commander-in- 
chief of British forces on this 
island, which has gone through 
more than 2000 air raids or alarms 
since the war began. 

In the words of one of his of- 
ficers, quoted by the British Press 
Service, Dobbie will “go out in 
the hottest Luftwaffe attacks, im- 
perturbable, regardless of. himself, 
thoughtful only for others.” 

Malta, where St. Paul is said to 
have been shipwrecked in 58 A. D., 
is an island of religious and mar- 
tial people, and its spirit seems to 
be symbolized by the Governor. 


Staff Colonel With Haig. 


Dobbie was a Staff Colonel with 
Haig during the great German of- 
fensive in March, 1918. British of- 
ficers said that once he had de- 
cided on a plan of operations, 
nothing would change him from it. 
Hour after hour disquieting re- 
ports might be received which 
would have brought a weaker com- 
mander almost to despair, but 
nothing affected Dobbie’s tranquil- 
ity. 

In his earlier days, when he was 
commanding the Royal Engineers 
at Chatham, he held Bible classes 
weekly, at his home, for the of- 
ficers afid reen of his command. 
He still holds them nightly in 
Malta. 

A. militant Protestant, he is 
chairman of the Officers’ Christian 
Union and a recognized authority 
on the Bible. In one of several 
pocket-sized books on the Bible 
that he has written for army use, 
“Christianity and Military Service,” 
Dobbie reveals his own convic- 
tions. 

“It will thus be seen,” he writes, 
“that the Scripture indicates that 
the profession of arms is an hon- 
orable and lawful one; that the 
use of force and material weapons 
is not incompatible with faith in 
God; that God is a God of order 
who has ordained that human gov- 
ernments shall maintain order with 
force; that the time is not yet, 
though it will surely come, when 
‘the government will be on his 
shoulder’ and man will be able to 


beat his sword into a ploughshare.” 
Born in Madras, India, in 1879, 
the son of a provincial official, Dob- 
bie was a classical scholar at 
Charterhouse, after which he en- 
tered the Royal Military Academy 
at Woolwich and the Chatham En- 
gineering School. He was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in- the 
Royal Engineers in 1899; served in 
the South African War, and won 
the Queen’s Medal with five clasps 
—a rare distinction. A _ sister, 
known popularly as “Lady Good- 
hope” for her services among the 
British settlers, died, as she had 
served, in South Africa. 

He served in the First World 
War in France and Belgium, was 
mentioned seven times in dispatch- 


or, the Croix de Guerre and the 
Order of Leopold. When § still 
under 40, he became General Staff 
Officer No. 1 under Haig: and it 
was he that signed the telegram to 
the British troops which ordered 
their cessation of activity against 
the Germans. 

From 1935 through 1940, he was 
General Officer Commanding Brit- 
ish forces in Malaya, and in 1936 
he attended Japanese Army ma- 
neuvers. He came to Malta in 1940. 
During the Arab-Jewish riots in 
1928, Dobbie was sent to Palestine. 
On the journey, an officer heard 
him say: “This will be the easiest 
war we ever fought in.” Asked 
why, he replied: “Because we will 
have to fight only four days a 
week. The Arabs won't fight on 
Friday, the Jews won’t on Satur- 
day and Dobbie certainly won’t on 
Sunday.” 

It is not recorded whether Dob- 
bie campaigned on Sundays in 
that operation, but he is doing so 
today in Malta. He leads his men 
in battle seven days and seven 
nights a week. He would lead 
them more, if there was time.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18. 

EDATE attendants at the 
™% White House stopped short in 

their tracks one morning re- 
cently. Before their eyes—hanging 
on a door to the office in which 
Lincoln signed the Emancipation 
Proclamation—was a hand-made 
placard which read: 

“Keep Out. Measles!” 

Smiles broke through their aston- 
ishment after they had a minute 
in which to recall that 9-year-old 
Diana Hopkins was‘ home for the 
Easter holidays and realized it was 
April Fool’s day. 

The sign was Diana’s joke on 
her father, Harry Hopkins, presi- 


dential adviser who now occupies ‘ 


the historic room. 

Diana became an off-and-on res- 
ident of the Executive Mansion 
when her mother died in 1937, al- 
though for a time after that her 
official home still was a residence 
in Georgetown, one of the Capital 
City’s ancient suburbs. : 

At the Georgetown home, when 
her father was Secretary of Com- 
merce, she was Washington’s 
youngest “Cabinet hostess.” Visit- 
ors who came to the living room- 
office there were likely to find her 
perched on the arm of Hopkins’ 
chair and be shown a cake she had 
just finished baking. 

Even at 6, Diana was the undis- 
puted mistress of the house, the 
person who had the strongest hold 
on the man who had the strongest 
hold on the President. Nobody 
along the Potomac was surprised 
when Harry Hopkins moved into 
1600 Pennsylvania avenue, taking 
bag, baggage and Diana. 

That was almost three years ago 
and although Diana has been away 
at school much of the time, the 
White House has been her address 
and she spends more time there 
than any of the presidential grand- 
children. Before the third term 
has ended she will have lived in 
the Executive Mansion more than 
“Sistie” and “Buzzie” Dall, Roose- 
velt grandchildren who enlivened 
picture pages during the first four 
Roosevelt years. 

Pictures of Diana; until recent- 


‘ly, have shown her to be a wist- 


ful little girl with big’eyes, a wisp 
of a child everybody wished to 
But the pictures are 
changing now. 

The, eyes are still big and round, 
but they are a sparkling and mis- 
chievous deep brown. She may 
have picked it up at the White 
House, where good-natured joking 
and gay conversation are a part 
of the routine. Or it may be-com- 
pletely innate. Anyway, Diana is 
developing into a young miss who 
can joke with the best of the 
Roosevelts. 

She swims in the White House 
pool, romps through the halls with 
the President’s Scottie, Fala, reads 
books from the President's shelf. 
Best of all, as far as she is con- 
cerned right now, she roller skates 
on the concrete circle in front of 
the executive offices. From 8:30 
until 9:15 a. m., when she is home, 


she has the circle for herself and 


her friends. They have to be out 
of the way at 9:30. 
One of the White House clerks 


coming to work recently ran smack 
into her as he hurried along. “Say, 
you must be late to work,” Diana 
laughed. | 

That clerk’s description of her 
is that she is “cute, cunning and 
playful.” “She’s just a little trick,” 
he adds, “and quite carefree. Also, 
she’s a whiz on roller skates.” 

Her most constant playmate at 
the White House these days is 
Katherine Soong, young daughter 
of the Chinese Foreign Minister 
and Mrs. T. V. Soong, and a niece 
of Madame Chiang Kai-shek.

She is in the fourth grade and 
rated “very bright” by her teach- 
ers. 

She has a flair for the dramatic 
and will have a part in the May 
day festivities. She likes to dance 
and Sing and is known as a thor- 
oughly unspoiled and remarkably 
well-rounded little girl. 

Just the other day she had a 
letter from Mrs. Winston Church- 
ili, The school was in something 
of a flurry about it, but not 
Diana. She takes things like that 
in her stride. 

She liked Winston Churchill and 
posed for pictures with him and 
Fala. The British Prime Minister 
was wearing his famed “siren suit” 
for the photographers. Diana 
found it most amusing. She talked 
to him about several things, but 
“mostly about geography.” 

“Of course, he did not have too 
much time to play with children,” 
she says matter of factly. 

At the school, which takes girls 
of high school age, Diana is one 
of the three youngest children.

She does not get to go to the 
White House every week end, for 
the headmistress considers school 
a week-round job.

Since nobody around her ever 
has made Diana feel there is any- 
thing unusual in. her position at 
the White House, she herself takes 
it as natural. It’s a compliment to 
her father, Mrs. Roosevelt, and the 
Executive Mansion atmosphere 
generally that she is growing up 
naturally amid such out-of-the- 
ordinary surroundings. 

Conversationally, she is at ease 
in any audience. She loves to 
read and will wade into books 
other 9year-olds would shun. Yet 
she loves picknicking, play and 
fun.

The Coupon Diet is helpful when 
you must eat in restaurants, or if 
you can’t have meals planned just 
for you. Thus, if in doubt as to 
what foods you can eat, consult 
your ration card to see what foods 
are allowed. If, for example, you 
over-eat at lunch, then check your 
ration card to see what is left for 
you to eat at dinner. 

By the way, has your doctor 
checked you over and given you 
permission to diet? If he gives 
you a special reducing diet and 
supervises your weight loss, so 
much the better. And all persons 
with many pounds to lose should

NEW YORK, April 18. 

F the most romantic script 
writer in Hollywood were asked 
to invent a chief for the daunt- 
less Commandos, he could not im- 
prove upon the man whom Eng- 


land has chosen for the job: Lord 
Louis Mountbatten. 


At 41, “Dickie” Mountbatten is 


the personification of the spectacu- 
lar, dramatic, do-or-die corps he 
now commands. He is brilliantly 
intelligent, an able strategist, fear- 
less and theatrically handsome. He 
lives in mortal terror of only one 
thing: that the public will ro- 
manticise the derring-do of the 
Commandos until the corps is un- 
able to fight its way out of the 
Hollywood haze that already sur- 
rounds it. Hig personal appear- 
ance is no help in combatting the 
legend, 


Five days before Pearl Harbor 
and almost two months after Lord 
Mountbatten had quietly and se- 
cretly taken over command of 
these shock troops, I lunched with 
Lord and Lady Mountbatten at the 
small house they now occupy in 


. London, 


It was a luncheon made me- 
morable for me by the fact I had 
never seen anyone outside a collar 
ad as handsome as Lord Mount- 
batten, six feet tall, slim and sup- 
ple as a boxer, in a naval uniform 
freighted with gold braid. And it 
was made memorable for the chief 
of the Commandos by the fact that 
a rare delicacy in England, scram- 
bled eggs, appeared on his table 
for the first time in months. 


The first luncheon course con- 
sisted of baked potetoes, scooped 
out of their shells, mashed, put 
back and decorated on top with a 
scant tablespoon full of scrambled 
ere. 

“Edwina, where did you get 
eggs?” he demanded of his wife, 
much in the same tone of voice 
that the discoverer of gold in the 
Klondike must have used in her- 
alding his find, 

Lady Mountbatten, the former 


.Edwina Ashley (sometimes known 


as the Doris Duke of England), 
flushed faintly and then explained 
that their cook had offered to lend 
her two and one-half eggs. (Eggs 
are rationed at one -per month per 
adult in England.) 

“I couldn’t get a chicken,” Lady 
Mountbatten said defensively. “So 
cook said she’d let me have the 
two and one-half eggs if I'd repay 
them by the week end.” 

“Good heavens, Edwina! How 
will we ever get eggs to repay 
cook?” demanded England’s only 
warrior who is now a Vice Ad- 
miral, a Lieutenant General and 
an Air Marshal. 

“If you promised cook to repay 
them this week end, then you 


_ must!” sternly ordered this cousin 


of King George VI and great 
grandson of Queen Victoria.

OUNTBATTEN, who entered 
M the Royal Navy as a cadet 
at 13, made a memorable pre- 
diction at luncheon and proved 
himself a commander not given to 
underestimating’ his enemy. He 
said flatly that England could not 
expect a short or easy victory over 
Gen. Rommel and his desert forces 
in Libya. Other English leaders 
at this time were predicting a 

quick Libyan triumph. 

“Rommel is probably the most 
astute soldier and tactician in the 
German Army,” was Mountbatten’s 
sage estimate. “It will not be easy 
to trap or annihilate him.” 

During the luncheon, Mountbat- 
ten said he had not been in Lon- 
don during the blitz, as if in apol- 
ogy for an easy life at sea. There 
was no mention of his innumer- 
able sea battles or the destroyers 
that had been blown out from un- 
der him. 

“It’s difficult to know whether 
I~"je is a sailor or a swimmer,” 
said Lady Mountbatten, and that 
was the sole reference to her hus- 
band’s heroic deeds, 

I especially liked Mountbatten 
when he frankly admitted that he 
has been terrified at least once in 
his wartime career. 

This dauntless man, whose men 
have always adored him because he 
has never been known to ask a 
subordinate to do anything he him- 
self is unwilling or unable to do, 
said: 


“T was never so terrified in my | 


life as at — when our ships, 
at anchor and without steam up, 
were dive-bombed. Let me tell you 
that the most uncomfortable thing 
in the world is to be on a ship 
without steam up when dive bomb- 
ers come over!” 

The American and English news- 
paper corps in London had known 
of his appointment as chief of 
the Commandos from the begin- 
ning, but since it was a state se- 
cret, the press guarded it as care- 
fully as the Government. After 
the Commandos’ snectecu'ar raid 
on the Lofoten Island, just off 
Norway, Lord Mountbatten attend- 
ed his first huge press confer-

Built His Home Around an Organ

GLOUCESTER, » April 18. 

OU may have heard of men de- 
Y signing musical “organs .espe- 

‘cially to suit their homes — but 
this is the story of a man who 
built a home around an organ. 
He’s John Hays Hammond Jr., mil- 
lionaire inventor, art collector, mu- 
sician and sportsman, whose con- 
tributions to military science and 
radio communication are known 
throughout the world. 


Now 54, he has been an inventor 
since he was 12, when he rigged an 
electrical device to enable his 
schoolmates to keep their reading 
lights hidden after bedtime—and 
was paid off in royalties of double- 
dip chocolate ice cream sodas. 

Son of the late famous mining 
engineer, Hammond’ holds patents 
on 600 inventions, ranging from a 
hair tonic to a _ radio-controlled 
torpedo and a device that can op- 
erate a 10,000-ton battleship by re- 
mote control. 

It was to solve a real estate 
problem of his own that he set up 
housekeeping at a new address 
just to accommodate a musical in- 
strument, He was living in a fair- 
ly large mansion on the Gloucester 
coast a few years ago, when he 
decided to build a great organ in 
which to. test various musical de- 
vices conceived in his laboratories. 

“But gradually,” he smiled, “as 
the thing grew, and the great pipes 
became more numerous, I found 
myself being offered the choice of 
living on the lawn and giving my 
house over to the organ—or puild- 
ing a new home large enough to 
accommodate it.” 

So he built himself a huge baro- 


style being dictated by the fact that 
Hammond had all kinds of art ob- . 
jects of the Middle Ages in his « 
possession. It’s a brooding palace 
of stone that lies atop a rugged

seaside ledge and lifts its turrets 
among pines that quiver and sigh 
in the wind from the sea. 

Behind those gray walls, Ham- 
mond now has plenty of room to 
house his completed organ, one of 
the largest and best in the world. 

There.are so many rooms in the 
place that the owner has to refer 
to architectural drawings to give 
the correct number, and there are 
some rooms Hammond doesn’t see 
for six months at a time—“here 
you can have guests for days at a 
time—and never meet them.” 

The great organ speaks into the 
main room of the castle, a room 
the size of a large church, and 
“known as the “great hall.” It is 
designed to give the feeling of an 
abandoned church, and as Ham- 
mond escorts you through it, he 


helpe the illusion by ducking be- 
hind a drapery and throwing the 
electric switch of a recording de- 
vice. Immediately, the voices of 
a Gfegorian choir swell mightily 
from everywhere and nowhere. 


At the far end of the great hall, 
there is a reproduction of a me- 
dieval courtyard, complete even to 
a 30-foot water pool, flanked by 
shrubs and flowers. The walls of 
the court are the ends and sides of 
real houses which Hammond had 
brought from abroad, . 


It is here, among the ghosts of 
dead-and-gone peasant and crusad- 
er, that art and science interplay 
according to the whims of Ham- 
mond, the man of gadgets. Push 
the right button in this place, and 
you turn on the rain; push anoth- 
er, and you have moonlight, There 
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are some rooms off the court where 
lights are turned on by the sound 
of the human voice, and there are 
some doors that only Hammond 
can open by means of an electric 
eye system in which the inventor 
inserts a pin in the lock to break 
the electric band. 


“T rigged that one,”

The architecture of the castle and 
the design of most of the art ob- 
jects are in the Gothic mode, but 
Hammond has made no attempt to 
keep everything within a certain 
period of medieval years. 

“And yet,” he sighed, “I'm some- 
times visited by a purist who is 
horrified that there’s a difference 
of 15 years in the ages of a spit- 
toon and a commode that are 
standing side by side.” 

While most of the bedrooms are 
reproductions of the medieval, 
Hammond says: “I sleep early 
American.” 

His room is furnished in the 
mode of Vermont of 200 years ago, 
and. there’s a tricky wallpaper ar- 
rangement in which the paper is 
placed on the doors as well as the 
walls. The result is that when the 
doors are closed, the room appears 
to be enclosed by four solid walls. 

At 54, Hammond is light of step 
and sound of , but he has his 
mind on the hereafter.

They talk long and fervent- 
ly about Louis Armstrong, tracing 
his history back to the days when 
he peddled coal in the streets of 
New Orleans.

COLLECTING HOT is a com- 
paratively new form of avocation, 
During the 1920s, Chicago was the 
jazz capital of the world, and the 
little groups used to make record- 
ings in which they let go with all 
they had. 

These recordings are what the 
hot collectors are after. The col- 
lectors are mostly young men, and 
some of them have made trans- 
continental auto trips, stopping in 
hundreds of towns and villages 
and always heading for second- 
hand stores. They invade these 
stores, seeking stacks of old rec- 
ords, and when they find such 
stacks, they go through them with 
little yelps and yips. 

Some of the others who collect 
hot have canvassed all of Harlem, 
going from door to door and ask- 
ing people if they have old records, 
They have turned up many a rare 
item that way. 

Hot collectors often devote them- 
selves to one particular musician— 
say, Joe Venuti, the torrid violinist, 
or Eddié Lang, considered by many 
to have been the greatest guitar 
stylist in jazz history. They'll come 
upon an old band recording in 
which their pet has a brief “break” 
and when that happens, they fairly 
faint away with pleasure,

N several columns recently I have 
| tried to be mother’s little helper, 

giving suggestions on how to 
make draperies, refinish furniture 
and such. These columns are writ- 
ten with the idea that, with the in- 
creased scarcity and cost of labor, 
we are going to have to do certain 
things for ourselves, or let our 
dwellings become fit abodes for 
the Jukes and the Kalikaks. So, in 
line with this policy, this week’s 
space is going to be devoted to the 
subject of screens, with the dim 
hope that some persuasive wives 
can get their spouses to come to 
the aid of the household. 


I might say at the outset that the 
screens I am speaking of are the 
standing variety, that can do so 
much to pep up a rather worn out 
room. And screens can really serve 
a multitude of purposes. They can 
be purely decorative, they can serve 
as a door where privacy is desired, 
they can cut off a structural defect 
or an unpleasant view, they can 
even serve as a piece of furniture. 
And they are ideal for those mod- 
ern rooms where it is desirable to 
screen off a dining or bed alcove. 
But more of this anon. 


If your husband is of the sturdy 
type, you might be able to per- 
suade him to make the frame, as 
it is really a very simple carpen- 
tering job. The frame is made of 
2% by %-inch lumber and enough 
should be bought to provide two 
cross braces for each panel to 
prevent warping. The average 
screen is about 5 feet high and 
from 18 to 24 inches wide, de- 
pending on whether it is to be a 
three or four-fold screen.

The corners of the frames 
should be mitred and made firm 
by brads. After the frame has 
been made, beaver or compo 
board or canvas should be put 
over, covering the entire frame. 
If board is to be used, the lum- 
ber yard will cut it to your ex- 
act measurements. If canvas is 
used it should be cut large 
enough to lap around the frame 
and turn under before tacking. 
Then it should be painted with 
glue size to shrink the canvas 
and make it taut. If your spouse

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Moreover, an audience can applaud, laugh, whistle, get excited about 
the thing. “The Invaders” is abundantly what is called “good theater.” 

Take Laurence Olivier’s line of dialogue, spoken as a captive 
French-Canadian trapper to his Nazi captor, “We geev you one good 
licking then (in 1918) and we geev you another.” It is worth not only 
a laugh, but some hand-clapping. 

Or Raymond Massey’s defense of democracy, to the effect that “we 
have the right to be fed up with something and say what we blamed 
please about it” and Leslie Howard’s sneering estimate of Nazi cour- 
age—“one armed superman against one unarmed, decadent democrat.” 
Laughs and applause for both on Thursday. Likewise applause for Anton 
Walbrook’s denial of the kinship of all Germans today, “No, we are not 
your brothers,” and Massey’s “Put ’em up, Nazi,” in the final scene. 

If this reviewer is any judge of audience reaction, “The Invaders” 
has moments of emotional effect that are as great as any of its fighting 
delights. There was an audible “Oh!” of horror Thursday when a Nazi 
bashed the skull of an Eskimo in an early scene, a blowing of noses 
and coughs after Olivier’s death at Nazi hands. But only a says-you 
laugh for the Nazi slogan, “Today Europe, tomorrow the whole world,” 
and a most eloquent and complete silence during Walbrook’s calm but 
stirring speech about religious persecution and human freedom. This 
scene, in a Hutterite religious colony in Canada, is the dramatic high 
point of the entire film. 


Real Action and Hokum | 
Artfully Bound Together 


ONSIDERING that it is always possible for a reviewer to over- 
C praise an unusual motion picture or one that stands out in an other- 

wise undistinguished week, it will be just as well to say what “The 
Invaders” is not. To many persons it will not be an exciting adventure 
drama, but “propaganda,” any way you slice it. Others. will note that 
it lacks a romantic theme. No blissful hours together, no hearts and 
flowers. And fans who expect to see much of the stars, Olivier, 
Howard and Massey, will be disappointed. None of these spends 
much time in the story, although performances of all, and especially 
that of Olivier, are finely wrought and give the film weight and balance. 

Part of “The Invaders” is authentic, part unblushingly phony. For 
example, the scenes of ship-sinking are, the studio swears on a stack of 
Film Daily Year Books, authentic snapshots taken by the Germans 
and confiscated by the British between Berlin and South America, 
yet the submarine itself in “The Invaders” is an old prop made of plain 
lumber by studio carpenters. And while the British actors playing 
Nazis look like Nazis, they talk like old-chappies and that’s a bit 
unbelievable, you know. 

No one will be able to deny the reality of Canadian scenery in the 
film and few will fail to get some pleasure out of the travel aspects 
of “The Invaders.” First the coast of Newfoundland, with icebergs 
afloat in the ocean. Then granite slopes of the north country, with 
patches of snow clinging to the rocks. The forests and lakes of the 
Far North, the wheatfields of Manitoba, the majestic Canadian Rockies 
near Banff, finally Niagara Falls. 

Through all these scenes, and a variety of situations, flee six 
members of a Nazi U-boat crew stranded in Canada. One by one the 
six are captured or killed. And the ultimate verdict on “The Invaders” 
must be on whether that flight is exciting enough for the price of 
admission. I like what my neighbor, a woman, said at the end of a 
performance on Thursday. With apparently full satisfaction, the last 
Nazi disposed of, she said, “Well, they got him.” 


The Kids Are Clever, 
Ditto the Grown-Ups 


UITE a surprise and quite a delight is the second feature on the 

gram at Loew’s Theater—“Born to Sing.”

“Making Flags 
Or 
America's 
Warships 


A LMOST every warship in the United States 


Navy carries more than 200 different flags in 

addition to the national ensign. There are 
signal flags, foreign ensigns, flags to indicate rank 
of high officers, distinctive flags for ceremonies and 
special information, and various pennants. Many 
of these flags, especially those used on destroyers 
and motor torpedo boats, are whipped to pieces in 
a few weeks as a result of use in bad weather and 
while the ship is traveling at high speed. Conse- 
quently, a two-ocean Navy needs thousands of flags 
a year. Most of these flags come from the flag and 
sail loft in the New York Navy Yard at Brooklyn. 
Three hundred persons now work in the loft whereas 
only 40 were employed before last summer. Much 
of, the work is done by hand although sewing 
machines and small automatic cutters also are used.

1. It often happens in aerial combat that a fighter 
plane runs out of ammunition or for some other 
reason finds itself without fire power. The pilot then 
must either try to land as quickly as possible or 
fight on with his remaining weapon—the plane it- 
self, Many Russian flyers have elected to take the 
latter course in their deadly battles with Nazi air- 
men, and have developed a high degree of skill in 
this new air tactic of knocking out an enemy plane 
by hitting it with theirown. Ramming is the general 
term for this kind of fighting, but there are several 
kinds of ramming: the simple one of sending a 


plane full tilt into the enemy ship, which is likely 


to down both; the somewhat less dangerous device 
of making contact without full impetus, as by clip- 
ping the enemy plane's tail or wing with the wing 
of one’s own machine; and the delicate maneuver of 
disabling the enemy plane by forcing it into slight, 
momentary contact with the attacker's propeller. 


2. The second stage is the contact—cutting into the 
enemy plane with the propeller. Says the bulletin: 


This third technique, requiring extremely skillful 
flying, can usually be used only when approaching 
an enemy from the rear, but it has brought down a 
number of German planes on the Russian front. It 
was described in some detail in a recent issue of the 
Information Bulletin published by the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington, and from that description, by 
Major N. Denisov, the pictures on this page were 
drawn to illustrate the propeller attack. The attack 
has three stages. The first, shown above, consists of 
overtaking the enemy and. adjusting speed to his. 
Of this phase the bulletin quoted Captain Andreyev, 
commander of a Soviet ‘fighting squadron.on the 
Southern front: “When I decided to ram the Junkers 
I brought my plane up beside and slightly behind it. 
I adjusted my speed to equal the bomber's speed 
and slowed down my propeller to reduce. the 
number of revolutions. I did this to make 
sure the propeller would not jam as it struck.”
